of seamen out of landsmen is one of 
the most striking accomplishments of 
the war. Had it not been effectively 
,done, one would have thought it im- 
possible." 


Great Work at Camps 


But only those who 
did it 
can 


know of the work required to build 
huge camps like Great Lakes, near 
Chicago; 
Hampton 
Roads, 
and 


others—to take raw recruits, most of 
whom had never seen the ocean, and 
in a few months train them as sea- 
men, 
gunners, 
signalmen, aviators 


and for all the many duties of naval 
service. And, remember, this was all 
done not in 
years but in 
eighteen 


months. 


The navy manned and 
operated 


over 2,000 vessels, more than five 
times as many as were in naval ser- 
vice previous to the war. The larger 
number were troopships, cargo trans- 
ports patrol vessels and district craft. 
But th-e number of naval vessels and 
auxiliaries in service at the armis- 
tice was 774, as compared with 342 
on April 6, 1917. 
Between Jan 
1, 


1917, and Oct. 1, 1919, 645 vessels 
were built. Most of these 
were, of 


course, submarine chasers and mine 
sweepers, but the number included 
three battleships, 139 destroyers, 57 
submarines 
and 52 
Eagle 
patrol 
boats. 


Big Ship Yards Built 


To build these vessels new facili- 


ties had to be 
created—new 
-ship { 


yards, new plants to build engines 
and forcings 'and all the complicated 
•machinery to 
propel and 
operate 


vesels. Early in the war we contract- 
ed for every destroyer the yards 
could build. Then, in October, 1917, 
we began enlarging old plants and 
building new ones, to produce 150 
more -destroyers By that time we had 
contracted for 270 of these swift and 
capable vessels. At Squuntum, Mass, 
we built the largest destroyer plant 
in the world and in six months after 
ground was 'broken in that swampy 
locati-on I witnessed the laying of the 
keels of five destroyers there in one 
day. 
Before the war. from 
twenty 


months to two years were required to 
complete a destroyer. "We turned out 
some of them during the war in a 
fra-ction of that time. The Ward, at 
Mare Island, was launched in seven- 
teen and one-half days after its keel 
was 
laid, 
and 
commissioned 
in 


seventy-two days. Others were com- 
pleted in a few months. But we were 
just reaching the peak of production 
when hostilities ended. 


Build 4OO 'Sub' Chasers 


The navy built more than 400 sub- 


marine chasers, fifty of which were 
turned over to the 
French govern- 


ment and 
fifty more built on 
its 


order. 


The navy converted 1,597 mer- 


chant vessels, 
yachts and 
other 


craft for naval purposes. This work 
was continuous all 
during the war. 


Navy yard.? and plants were enlarged 
and turned out an enormous amount 
of repair and 
conversion 
work, as 


well las building ships of 
all types. 


The number of navy yard employes 
was more than doubled, running to 
nearly SO,000. 


The navy built up an aviation force 


of more 
than 
45,000, 
of 
whom 


19,000 served in Europe, where we 
had fifty-one aviation units., includ- 
ing twenty-seven bases and stations, 
in 
operation, 
on the 
coasts 
of 


France, England, Ireland and Italy, 
and in the Azores. An aerial patrol 
of tbe United States Atlantic coast 
from Nova Scotia to the gulf was 
maintained. The navy built and op- 
erated its own air craft factory >at 
Philadelphia. At the end of hostili- 
ties our aviation 
equipment 
in- 


cluded 1,865 flying boats', 242 land 
nlanes, fifteen

or wastefulness. 


The organization of the navy de- 


partment and the fleet, put into ef- 
fect in 1915, proved so efficient that 
it expanded easily to meet all war 
requirements and no basic change 
whatever wag found necessary dur- 
ing the entire war period. 


These are only a few of the out- 


standing things that were done by 
our navy. The record speaks for it- 
self—and it is 'a 
record of 
which 


every American may well be proud.

He determined 
as to where camps should be located 
so as to intercept Israel's army. His 
plan was clever, but his grear mis- 
take was that he left God out of his 
calculations. 
There Is one place 


where all plans and movements are 
known (Heb. 4:13). 


2. The 
enemy's 
movements dis- 


closed (v. 9). The man of God, know- 
ing the enemy's movements, was able 
to tell the king about them. Blisha's 
advice was more than a match for 
the wily plans of the shrewd Ben- 
hadad. Israel's safety lay more In 
the man of God than in their warriors. 


3. The king of Israel heeded Blisha's 


word (v. 10). This was true wisdom. 
By obeying the prophet's words he 
saved himself and army many times. 
Those who are truly wise heed the di- 
vine warnings. 


4. The 
Syrian 
king's 
perplexity 


(vv. 11, 12). In his perplexity he as- 
sembled his servants and demanded 
that the traitor be made known. He 
believed that some were playing into 
the hands of the enemy; therefore 
he would put an end to the treachery. 
This was denied, and one of his ser- 
vants declared that the king's move- 
ments were reported by Elisha the 
prophet, even telling to the king of 
Israel what Ben-hadad spake in his 
bedchamber. Ben-hadad was worried 
not because of his sins, but because 
his plans miscarried. 


II. The Syrian King Tries to Trap 


Elisha (vv. 13-18). 


1. He sent an army to capture him 


(vv. 
13, 14). 
Upon learning that 


Elisha was making known his ac- 
tions, he determined to put an end to 
the matter by trapping him and making 
him a prisoner. How foolish to put 
human cunning against divine wis- 
dom. 
Horses and chariots are useless 


when God is against us. 
God's pur- 


poses cannot be thwarted. If God be 
for us, who can be against us? 


2. Blisha's servant frightened (v. 


15). 
When he awoke one morning 


he saw that an armed host was en- 
camping about the city. Viewed from 
the human standpoint, we do not 
wonder that he was affrighted. 


3. Elisha's encouragement (v. 16). 


He assured his servant that, though 
they were surrounded by the Syrian 
army, there was a mightier host 
of heavenly defenders round about 
them- 
EHsha did' not shut his eyes 


to the real danger, but looked to the 
helpers of God watching about them. 


4. Blisha's prayer (v. 17). He asked 


that the Lord would open the eyes of 
his servant so as to see spiritual 
things. 
When the Lord opened the 


eyes of the young man he saw that 
"the mountain was full of horses and 
chariots of fire round about Elisha." 
Round about us all the while are 
angels guarding us from danger. 


5. The Syrians smitten with blind- 


ness (v. 18). 
The same God who 


opened the eyes of the young man, 
blinded the eyes of the Syrians. God 
deals with men according to their 
moral attitude. 
When men will not 


have the light, God sends darkness. 


III. 
The 
Syrian 
Army Trapped 


(w. 19-23). 


The would-be trappers are now 


trapped. 


1. Army led by the man sought by 


them (w. 19, 20). 
Elisha led them 


to Samaria and asked the Lord to 
open their eyes. When their eyes were 
open they saw the man whom they 
sought, but not at the place where they 
sought him. Instead of seeing him at 
Dothan as they expected, they saw 
him in Samaria. 


2. The generous treatment of the 


Syrians (w. 21-23). The king of Israel 
wanted to smite the captives, but 
Elisha forbade him and ordered instead 
ihat they should be fed and sent back 
to their master. 


3. Pence between the nations (v. 23). 


The mercy shown to the Syrians had 
huch a profound effect upon them that 
they came no more to make war upon 
Israel. What a fine thing if we could 
have such humanity shown today!

Fair Tariff League Head .Says Be«ts 


Aro Not Important American 


Crop. 


By H. E. MILES, 


Chairman of the Fair Tariff League. 


Sugar in the beet, the product of 


the farm, is given a protection of 5% 
ad valorem in the Fordney Tariff BUI 
now before Congreas. 


Eeflned sugar, the product of the 


beet sugar factory, Is protected with 
a specific rate equivalent to from 80% 
to 100% ad valorem on the basis of 
present prices. 
. , . 


For example, the Michigan sugar 


factory receives a prohibitive protec- 
tion against the Importation of the 
product of the Canadian sugar factory, 
but the Michigan sugar beet farmer 
receives practically 
no protection 


against the Canadian sugar beet. 
In view of this 'farmers are asking 


If the1 60% -Increase in the tariff on 
Cuban raw sugar ...contained In the 
Fordney Tariff Bill Is an effort to pro- 
tect the farmer or an effort to pay a 
further bonus to ah already suftfcient- 
ly protected beet sugar industry. 


AH farmers use sugar". They usually 


buy it in 100 pound sacks. Every time 
a farmer buys a sack.of sugar he pay» 
$2.00 as the result of the tariff on 
sugar. Half of this goes to the Gov- 
ernment awl half of it to the beet 
sugar manufacturer. 


This is true because we consume'~ln 


this country twice as much sugar as 
we,make, but the price of sugar to the 
farmer is the Cuban price plus the 
tariff. But the farmer pays thls.jprice 
on both the domestic sugar and" the 
foreign sugar. Therefore the farmer 
pays half of this tax to the Govern- 
ment and half to the manufacturer of 
beet sugar in this country. 


Sugar &cets a Minor Product 


The farmer" might feel that he was 


getting some benefit out of this If the 
raising of sugar beets was actually an 
Important American agricultural pur- 
suit. This, however, Is not the case. 


The crop acreage of sugar beets for 


1920 was 692,455. The crop acreage 
for peanuts was 1,256,000, almost doa- 
ble the acreage devoted to the cultiva- 
tion of sugar beets.

Fanners are 
clad in mid-winter 


mostly In cotton and shoddy, and yet 
the woolen manufacturer

given 45 cents a pound protection on 
the entire 
weight of the farmers' 


clothing on the basis that it Is all wool. 
He pusseH this additional cost on to 
the farmer, but gives the wool grower 
about one-third of this 45 cents In In- 
creased price of wool. 


A foreign piece' of men's suiting 


weighing eighieen ounces to the yard 
Is 40% cotton, 30% wool and 30% 
wool shoddy, costing on the present 
rate of exchange $1.09 a yard. A com- 
parable domestic fabric costs ?1.75.

"In one sense it may be said that 


the human race gets the diseases it 
deserves; but the sins are those of 
ignorance 
and neglect of physical 


laws rather than against spiritual 
ordinances," said Sir Richard Greg- 
ory in the course of his address 
at 


the recent Edinburgh meeting of the 
British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. 


"Plague is not now explained by 


supposed iniquities of the

veyed by fleas from rats; malaria and 
yellow fever are conquered by des- 
troying the breeding places of maa- 
quitoes; typhus fever by getting rid

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SNEEZE WEED KILLS SHEEP 


Plant Seems Impracticable of Eradi- 


cation and Stockmen Are Warned 


to Avoid It 


(Prepared by the United States Department 


of Agriculture > 


A plant poisonous to sheep on the 


ranges, and for which no practical 
method has been discovered either for 
eradication or for cure of the resulting 
disease, Is described In a recent bul- 
letin of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. The weed Is most trou- 
blesome in Utah, Colorado, Arizona 
and New Mexico and In the eastern 
half of southern California, as well as 
in scattered areas in eastern and west- 
ern 
Nevada, 
southeastern 
Oregon, 


southeastern Idaho and northwestern 
Wyoming. 


It was first reported to the depart- 


ment in 1903 that a mysterious dis- 
ease, characterized by vomiting, wast- 
ing away, and death, was attacking 
sheep In Utah. 
The disease was at 


first attributed to Zygadenus (death 
camas), but several years later de- 
parturient 
botanists 
observed 
that 


sneese weed was usually found on 
ranges occupied by the affected sheep 
Subsequent experiments covering five 
years fastened responsibility upon the 
sneeze weed. 
No effective remedy 


has been found, and sheep which do 
not die retain symptoms as long as 
two or three jeers. 


The weed is a strong perennial, 


growing to a height of one to three 
feet, with one or several stems. The 
plant, when young, is often hairy or 
woolly, particularly the sterns There 
may be one or several flower heads 
which are two to three inches broad 
with rajr flowers of an orange color. 
The seeds are numerous and hairy 
The_plant occurs at elevations of 5,200 
"TxT 13,000 feet. Its best habitat is on 
sunny slopes of the southern spruce 
belt in moist and in well-drained soil 
From the color of the flowers it is 
sometimes called "yellow weed," and

Barracks and Officers' Club. 


The barracks face the parade, and 


flanking them are the officers' quar- 
ters, old-fashioned frame structures 
of the southern style, suggesting sum- 
mer comfort. 
The comfort has no 


strength beyond the suggestion, how- 
ever, for some of the suffering ones 
say that the high rampart walls cut 
otf all the sea breeze and that in 
summer it is for the Inclosed ones to 
suffer. 


The officers have a club which is 


quartered In a place having no coun- 
terpart in America. 
The casemates

WHAT PERSHING THINKS 


The appropriations of the flve great 


powers for military and naval pur- 
poses In the year 1920 alone reached 


!>a total of $16,442,251,101, a sum only 
' about $2,000,000,000 more than the 


total for the whole fourteen years be- 
fore" the war. 


It'all comes down to this so far as 


you are concerned: 


Every morning when you go to 


work, or when you stay at home sick 
on a working day, or even If you 
are out of a Job, It has been arranged 
for you to pay your fair share out 
of what you earn or should earn, of 
over $5,000,000 a day for the support 
of the army and navy. That Is the 
estimate for the fiscal year 1922— 
over 55,000,000 a day. I have General 
Pershing's word for it. You will have 
to pay it. Five million dollars every 
working day Is a pile of money to 
spend for insurance against attack. 
And of course that Is not all the 
cost. What is the big idea? What do 
you think about it? You will have to 
pay the bill. Do you think about it 
at all? General Pershing does. This 
is what he thinks: 


"As we consider the causes of the 


World war and comprehend its hor- 
rors, every thinking man and woman 
must feel that measures should be 
taken to prevent another such cal- 
amity. 
One step in that direction 


would be to reduce expenditures for 
armament. 
Our own estimates 
for 


naval and military purposes contem- 
plate an appropriation for the fiscal 
year 1922 of over $5,000,000 for every 
working day in the year. 
It is a 


gloomy prospect that the nations plan 
expenditures greater than ever before 
in peacetimes. 


"It would appear that recent ex- 


periences should be enough to con- 
vince everybody of the danger of a 
renewal of this competition. But one 
nation cannot reduce armaments un- 
less all do. It is time that enlightened 
people everywhere should undertake 
to reach 
some rational 
agreement 


which would not only relieve the 
world of its heavy financial burden 
but w-hich In itself would go far to- 
ward the prevention of war. We are 
not a warlike people. 
We do not 


wish to expand at the expense of any 
other nation, and we have no designs 
on anybody. If other people feel the 
same toward us and toward each 
other it seems unreasonable that they 
should be unwilling to consent In 
principle to some limitation of arma- 
ments, to bf carried out when other 
nations succeed in establishing stable 
governments and are willing to recog- 
nize the wisdom of such a course. 


i Otherwise, may we not seriously ask 


ourselves whether civilization Is a 
failure, and whether we are to regard 
war as an unavoidable scourge that 
mankind must suffer? 


"There 
are 
other considerations 


which should prompt us to make every 
effort to bring about a curtailment of 
these 
expenditures 
throughout 
the 


world, particularly in the war-worn 
countries of Europe. The people of" 
Europe have always been our best 
customers and are largely dependent 
upon us for certain necessities. 
We 


must look to them to buy the products 
of our farms, mines and 
factories. 


The prosperity of our people depends 
in no small measure upon the unin- 
terrupted flow of commodities abroad. 
We have stocks of cotton, wheat and 
other products greatly in excess of 
our 
own requirements, which 
the 


peopJe of Europe sorely need but 
\\hlch we cannot sell and they can- 
not buy because their fiscal systems 
have broken down, their currencies 
have depreciated, and their purchasing 
power is exhausted. 


"The first step to take in the re- 


habilitation of the finances pf all these 
countries is to reduce the cost of 
government so that expenses \\II1 not 
exceed 
the 
Incomes. 
Expenditures 


must 
be 
lowered 
everywhere 
if 


financial stability Is to be restored and 
if the nalions are ever to pay their 
debts. Until stability Is restored none 
ran have prosperity that cornos from a 
free and uninterrupted flow of products 
from one country to another. But this- 
cannot be done if huge sums continue 
to be appropriated for the matnte- 
nnnco of large armies and 'p !••,'•• navies, 


"The safety of humanity 
in 
the 


future, indeed the peace, the happiness 
and the prosperity of the race—all 
appeal alike for an early consideiatlon 
of the question of limited armaments." 


Broadly speaking, it is the mar. *v^o 


profits, and not the simple average 
man who endures, who Is behind all 
this movement for ever increasing 
armament. If you doubt this, just go 
out in \our own neighborhood and ask 
men who were actually in the war, 
who saw service in thg line, whether 
they want any more of it.

HARDING OPPOSED TO 


POPULAR VOTE 


Washington, 
Feb.— President 
Harding's 'plea for a return to the 
convention system of 
nominations, 


and consequently for the overthrow 
of the direct primary system, made 
at a Lincoln Day ,, dinner speech in 
Washington, is regarded here only as 
another manifestation of the reac- 
tionary trend of his administration, 
previously manifested by his nulli- 
fication of the principle of the 'Giyil 
Service Law in the appointment of 
presidential postmasters: and in his 
advocacy of an archaic tariff. 


Fortunately 
Secretary of 
State 


Hughes, the father of -the direct pri- 
mary law of New York, was not pres- 
ent to hear his offspring disowned. 


The President's 
exact words in 


which he embraced the convention 
system and repudiated the popular 
system of direct primaries were as 
follows: 


"I would rather have men appeal 


for popular support on the declara- 
tion of a responsible convention than 
on the appeal of the man to his in- 
dividual locality." 


In other words Mr. Harding would 


much prefer that the candidates be 
nominated by the 
manipulation of 


party leaders than by the free and 
untrammeled expression of the peo- 
ple's will and choice at the ballot 
box. Attention may be called to the 
fact that President Harding himself 
was nominated by 'a dozen bosses in 
a simoke-filled room at two 
thirty 


o'clock in the morning after the ri- 


j val candidates had carried most of 


I the states in the primary election.
